As the table shows, both the Holstein groups show a 
higher average for three full sisters than any of the Jer- 
sey or Guernsey groups, the best three of the Bess Burke 
family averaging 1,084.33 lbs. butter and the three Lady 
Volgas 1,054.85 lbs. The two Jersey groups average re- 
spectively 1,041.77 lbs. butter and 980.62 lbs., the figures 
given being 80 per cent butter as is customary in consid- 
ering Holstein records. In justice to the Jersey groups, 
however, we might say that the three daughters of Lass 
66th are the only three full sisters all above 1,000 Ibs., 
while the other Jersey group of four full sisters is the 
only group of full sisters that have made twelve year 
records averaging 838.45 lbs. of butter, a world’s record 
showing. The six daughters of Gerar Pearl, all sired by 
Langwater Royal, average 839.96 lbs. 

From a standpoint of milk production, we will pass over 
the Jersey and Guernsey groups, as Jersey milk records 





five A. R. daugh- 
ters, all by Can- 
ada’s Jewel, and 
Gerar Pearl goes them all one better having six in the 
list by Langwater Royal. 

By limiting these groups to full sisters, we were forced 
to cut out the largest record daughter of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke, as her oldest daughter, Spring Brook Bess 
Burke 2d, is by a different sire. We also eliminated from 
consideration the daughters of those two grand old ma- 
trons, Jemima Johanna of Riverside and Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Paul 2d. Old Jemima’s two best daughters are by 
different sires than her remaining three, whereas, the 
four 1,000-lb. daughters of Old Aaggie are by two different 
sires, and consequently comprise two groups of two full 
sisters. The three great record daughters of Ona Clothilde 
De Kol, are all by different sires. 

In the case of the Bess Burke group, we find that the 
five full sisters are by one of the outstanding sires of the 
breed, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, who is well known 
as one of the greatest, if not the greatest, long-distance 
sire. In the case of the Lady Volga group we find the 
sire comparatively unknown. In fact, these three full

HOSE page announcements boosting the Holstein 
. cow as the Farmer’s Cow, which appeared last week 

in the National Dairy publication, looked good. They 
are significant, not only in the message they carry and 
the promise they give of better times and a wider and 
stronger demand for our cattle, but as a visual demon- 
stration that our Association Extension Department has 
commenced again to function actively. The Association 
officials have moved deliberately in building up their 
extension organization since its authorization at the An- 
nual Convention last June, but they have tried to be sure 
of their ground before going ahead and we believe they 
have made no mistake. 

It is generally recognized that the action taken at the 
Syracuse annual meeting in 1921, where a program was 
adopted making necessary the practical discontinuance of 
extension efforts, was a serious blunder that has been 
paid for by every Holstein breeder through decreased 
valuation. The practically unanimous sentimert for re- 
suming active extension efforts and for providing the 
funds to do it adequately just one year later shows that 
the breeders were not slow in recognizing the effect of 
the mistake that had been made. 

An aggressive advertising campaign for the Holstein 
cow will serve a double purpose this time. It will not 
only be effective in selling the Holstein idea in new fields 
and in making new converts for the breed, but it will also 
have a heartening influence on the breeders already es- 
tablished, an influence which will inspire them to stronger 
efforts and greater enthusiasm in the conduct of their 
business. All of which is bound to have its effect and 
a very material effect upon the general prosperity of the 
Holstein industry. Keep it up. 


The Waukesha Idea in Holsteins 


HEN any one dairy county is so persistently and 
W ceruiarly to -the forefront in Holstein affairs as 
; Waukesha county, Wisconsin, we must concede that 
it cannot be due entirely to accidental causes. Somewhere 
there must be a carefully thought out program, for other- 
wise success could not be so continued 
In our judgment, Waukesha county has made such 
satisfactory headway in Holstein affairs, because of the 
judicious admixture of advanced registry testing and show- 
ing at the great dairy shows, fairs, and expositions un- 
dertaken by its breeders. 
When attent’on is paid to production exclusively, type 
is very likely to be overlooked, and where most attention 
is paid to type, production is likely to suffer. By paying 
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a reasonable attention to both type an ¥ ; 
result is more likely to be indas” a 

Advertisements containing the imprint of the 
County Holstein association stress the fact that 
over 40 sires at the heads of herds whose dams have but 
ter records of 30 pounds or more in seven days or 1,000 
pounds in a year. With so many high record bulls at ‘the 
a of herds, constant breeding upward is the inevitable 
result.

It is also a matter of record that more than one-thirg 
of all the official testing done in Wisconsin has been done 
in Waukesha county; and a close analysis of records made 
in the past few years would show that more and more 
attention has been paid to yearly records. 

In the past five years the Holstein breeders of Wauke. 
sha county have seen to it that no year should slip by 
without having at least a good representation at the state 
fair, and at other fairs, and the Nat‘onal Dairy show as 
well. In those five years Waukesha county has won first 
prize four out of five times for best county herd of 10 ani- 
mals, and the fifth time won second place after a close 
contest in which the final result was in doubt unti] the 
judges handed in their decision. 

At the 1920 National Dairy Show Waukesha county 
won five out of a possible six championships, and in 192] 
three out of a possible six. 

Another matter which has made it possible for Wauke- 
sha county to come forward so rap‘dly in the breeding 
game, is the responsible character of the breed organiza- 
tion. Practical men realize that cattle are heir to ills of 
the flesh, and that there is a certain amount of risk in any 
transaction in which live stock is involved. The Wauke- 
sha Holstein men, however, early dec’ded that old fash- 
ioned horse trading methods would not get them any- 
where, so they took all necessary steps to place the Hol- 
stein business of the county upon a basis which would 
inspire the confidénce of men everywhere. 

Most of the Holsteins are now sold officially through 
the association, which gives the secretary a chance to 
observe all details of the transaction. He is ‘n a posi- 
tion to protect both buyer and seller. Cattle are sold 
subject to the tuberculin test without a quibble, and are 
also sold subject to retest under general rules laid down 
by the association directors. 

This policy, then, of: 1, safeguarding the health of 
the herds; 2d, testing the cows for production: 3rd. keep- 
ing high record sires; 4th, show‘ng at fairs and expozi- 
tions, has given Waukesha county a commanding position, 
and this policy consistently followed by other breed com- 
munities for a term of years, cannot fail to give splendid 
returns. 


Locking the Barn After— 


EAD the article qn “Calf Club Boys Wake Pa Up at 
R the Ohio State Fair’ appearing in this issue of the 
World. 

Pa Johnson made the mistake common to many Hol- 
stein breeders and handicapped his chances of getting 
“John” back to the farm because he let him leave. His 
argument is handicapped by the natural attraction which 
town-life has for the youngster and once he gets a taste of 
it it’s a little difficult to see that pa’s farm is as attractive 
as he paints it even though he promises to let him raise 
the calves and do the things that he wanted to do before 
he left. 


It is better to anticipate the natural tendencies of the 
young man and instill in him a love for the things that 
pertain to the farm before he gets discouraged rather than 
maintain that stubborn attitude until after the boy picks 
up spunk enough to leave and seek his own way in the 
world. 

Calf Club work is one of the most valuable forms of 
extension that the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica has ever undertaken. It is making friends before we 
need them. The training in feeding and care which a 
calf club member gets from handling his young charges— 
pride of ownership—the responsib‘lity—all are at werk in 
the plastic mind of the youth to train him toward the very 
things that we desire to accomplish. The Holste‘n and 
every other breed needs to cater to the future by build 
ing friendships with the prospective farmers, and young 
fellows on the farms are the best prospects. 

Earl Cooper’s work should pay the Holstein-Friesan 
Association mighty big dividends in years to come.

His address is Sacramento, Califor- 
nia, and we understand the book will be sent free upon 
request through Mr. Hughes. It is well worth adding to 
your Holstein library.

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Distribution of Rock Phosphate 





phate in stable stalls is attended 

both by advantages and disad- 
vantages. This method insures an 
intimate mixture of the phosphate 
with the organic wastes as these are 
taken to the fields. Under such con- 
ditions, the subsequent decomposition 
of the manure underground undoubted- 
jy hastens the solubility of the 
ground rock. Where the phosphate is 
used in this way about three pounds 
per animal per day is allowed for 
the stalls. The rock is placed di- 
rectly on the floor after the stall is 
cleaned and before the litter is dis- 
tributed. It is a good absorbent and 
will be found more effective when 
spread as indicated than if sifted 
over the fresh litter. 

Distribution of phosphate effected 
in this manner entails but little labor 
and in the course of a year consider- 
able of it can be gotten to the fields. 
The chief disadvantage of this method 
lies in the fact that the amount per 
acre cannot be regulated with any 
degree of accuracy. Some soil will 
receive more than it needs, perhaps, 
while on other fields the opposite will 
be true. Rock phosphate, once incor- 
porated in the soil, continues to sur- 
render its valuable fertility element for 
many years. It is not easily soluable 
and unless there is considerable de- 
caying organic material in the soil 
it may remain comparatively inert 


T use of ground rock phos- 


. through a long period. Uniformity 


of distribution is a matter which af- 
fects cropping results through many 
seasons and it is best to know defin- 
itely how much has been applied to 
each acre on the farm. In Illinois, 
where much rock of this sort is being 
used, many farmers are applying one 
half ton per acre—distribution being 
effected at this rate as opportunity 
offers to all cultivated land. In 
suci cases the plan is to repeat the 
distribution in about ten years. This 
will assure sufficient phosphate in 
all the soil on the farm to take care 
of the phosphorus problem for prac- 
tically a generation. To know posi- 
tively that it has been uniformly dis- 
tributed is a matter of importance 


- when cropping results for so long a 


period are to be affected. 

Digestible Protein in Corn Silage 

Dairymen and farmers may still be 
found who have not sensed the fact 
that corn silage is one of the lowest 
protein feeds they are in the habit of 
handling. An enpty silo in late 
spring or early summer is no sure in- 
dication that dairy animals have been 
well fed. When dairy cows receive 
an abundance of silage and yet ap- 
pear in poor physical condition it is 
probable that they are not receiving 
sufficient protein. The remedy is to 
be found in rather less silage and in 
more of the legume hays and more 
grain. 

It is the protein, or nitrogen bearing 
elements, in feeds which build mus- 
cles and lean tissues in animal organ- 
isms. The curd in milk is high in 
nitrogen and to assure milk produc- 





tion, plenty of nitrogen bearing feeds 
must be employed. S¥Ylage supple- 
ments the heavier protein feeds; it 
does not take their place. Its juices 
however, make up what the drier 
feeds cannot supply. It keeps cows in 
healthy condition and therefore stim- 
ulates indirectly the flow of milk. As 
an actual protein bearing feed it is 
very low, as the following figures cov- 
ering the number of pounds of diges- 
tible protein in 100 lbs. of feed, will 
show: Corn silage, .88 lb.; Alfalfa 
hay 6.93 lbs.; Barley 8.37 lbs.; Wheat 
bran 10.21 lbs.; Cottonseed meal 35.10 
lbs 
Ice Supply for the Dairy 

There is a common notion that 
water is purified through freezing. 
It is not improbable that in many 
instances ice of questionable char- 
acter is put up on farms, either for 
home use or dairy purposes, under 
the impression that the process of 
freezing renders it free from bacter- 
ial life. Such, however, is not the 
case. The storage of ice for several 
months eliminates a considerable por- 
tion of germ life that existed in the 
water. In fact, the jonger ice is 
kept the fewer are the germs that 
resist the freezing process. But evn 
at the beginning of a new ice gather- 
ing season the ice left from the pre- 
vious crop will be found not wholly 
free from bacteria. 

The purity of the ice that is used 
in the farm dairy should be as much 
above suspicion as that of the water 
supply. Contamination of milk with 
disease producing bacteria is as pos- 
sible in one case as in the other. 
Consequently, the character of the ice 
that is put upon the dairy farm is a 
matter for close scrutiny. Many farm 
ice supplies come from ponds that 
are included in the farm acreage and 
which receive their water either from 
surface drainage or from springs. A 
spring-fed pond, under average circum- 
stances, will provide ice of reasonable 
purity in case there may be no con- 
tamination from surface areas in the 
vicinity containing undesirable feat- 
ures. Small brooks that traverse the 
farm are often used as a means of 
supplying artificial ponds, from which, 
in season, ice is cut. In such case, 
the source of the stream and the char- 
acter of the country through which it 
flows is a matter of the greatest im- 
portance. Except in sparsely settled 
country, such streams as these are 
apt to receive drainage from barn- 
vards and outhouses. The entire 
course of a stream supplying ice for 
dairy purposes should be inspected 
with a view to visioning the worst 
that might happen in the way of re- 
ceiving pollutions of this sort.

Max Arp of Eugene, Ore., has the distinction of having paid $1000 for a 
bull at public auction in the Pacific Northwest for the first time since Heck 
was a pup, and Robert F. Warren of Forest Grove, Ore., has the double 
distinction of being runner-up on Arp in the bidding on the bull, and algo pur. 
chaser of the top price female, Lady Sumas Valley Tobe Pontiac, at the 
same sale. It happened September 15, at the farm of W. Martin of Forest 
Grove, Ore., when 20 head of all ages and both sexes sold for an average 
Of $290; five bulls average $309 each; and 15 females $270. The reputation 
Martin had for owning one of the best small herds in the state—higs cattle 
have shown up well in the ring—brought buyers from as far west as Tillamook, 
north as Chehalis, Wash., east to Redmond, Ore., and south to Eugene. Most 
of the bidders, however, were neighbors of Martin’s or breeders of the 
valley. The herd was dispersed because the owner found it impossible, since 
the death of one of his sons a year ago, to maintain both it and the big green. 
house business which requires two acres under glass on his farm and a retail 
store in Portiand. 

Aaggie Colantha Gerben is an extremely sylish individual, three years old 
in December and a grandson on his sire’s side of Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna 
Lad (107 A. R. O. drs.). His dam, a daughter of Dutchland Sir Fayne Colantha, 
has no record, but his ability to get good calves is easily manifest. One 
of them was junior champion at the Tillamook County Fair this year, and 
there were several good ones in the sale, including two on which F. R. Beals 
of Tillamook set a value of $300 each and took home for show purposes. 
Warren and Arp also fought it out between them for possession of Lady 
Sumas Valley Tobe Pontiac, a four-year-old from the herd of Milky Way Farm, 
Sumas, Wash., and out of a 22,000-lb. daughter of the great bull, Sir Korndyke 
Pietertje Hartog, which contributed so much to the building of this outstand- 
ing herd.

A total of $5,019.50 for the forty registered Holsteins comprising Frederick 
A. King’s herd which was sold in public auction at Kingsthorpe Farms on Sep- 
tember 26, means an average of just a little over $125 per animal and while this 
may not seem high in comparison with other notable sale averages, it appears 
creditable when it is understood that practically half of the herd consisted of 
calves and young bulls. Well-known breeders who were present expressed the 
opinion that the more desirable animals sold remarkably well, considering 
present business conditions. Prospective buyers were present from Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan and the most of the New England states were represented 
among the two hundred or more spectators in attendance, but while some of 
these out-of-state visitors helped with substantial bids, the animals were all sold 
to Massachusetts buyers—possibly because shipping costs stood in the way of 
buying for distant points at the prices realized.

Tl 
youngsters of the herd were not in condition to sell to good advantage, having 
been allowed to “rough it” out of doors with results that reflected in the low 
prices at which they were struck off. The older animals were in fine working 
order and presented a very attractive exhibit. The herd was remarkable in 
respect to the health of its members, not a single reacting animal ever having 
been known on the farm. The herd was fully accredited. This achievement

When dairy 
products or perishable foods are kept 
at a low temperature, decomposition js 
retarded, and with dairy products this 
means much in the way of better 
quality and price. A can of cream kept 
in a good cooling tank is worth a 
dollar more than the same can kept 
outside and exposed to the heat of 
average summer weather. The nro. 
ducer is more interested in ‘his dollar 
than anyone else. He may not feel 
that he is losing the dollar simply be. 
cause he gets the same price for his 
product, but this is only a temporary 
condition; the industry is losing the 
dollar and he is the most important 
and biggest part of the industry. As 
a matter of satisfaction it should be 
worth while to turn out a good produet 
when it is nearly as easy to do zo, 
The grading of cream and paying a 
differential for quality is rapidly com- 
ing into general use. In a little while 
the cream producers will either have 
to get cooling tanks or suffer a big loss 
due to producing second grade cream. 
The cooling tank is sound, sensible, 
economical, and demanded by decent 
and progressive farming methods, and 
we should all be for anything that 
has so much merit.

Dairygrams 


By HELEN S. K. WILLCOX 


The old-time dairy farm was a pic- 
turesque place. especially when butter 
was being made. The late John Bur- 
roughs in the story of his boyhood in 
Harper’s Magaz'ne gives an interest- 
ing account of butter making on the 
farm that his father owned in the’ Cat- 
skill Mountains: At eight o’clock 
every morning. in summer, the old 
sheep or the old dog was brought in 
and tied in the treadmill of the churn- 
ing machine. . Sheep were usually 
more unwilling churners than dogs; 
they rarely acquired any sense of duty 
or of obedience as a dog did. The end- 
less walking and arriving nowhere 
soon made them protest vigorously. 
Sometimes a sheep would pull back, 
brace hisself and choke, thereby stop- 
ping the machine; and once a sheep 
threw himself off the treadmill and 
choked to death before discovered. I 
remember when the old hatchel from 
the day of flax-dressing did duty be- 
hind the old churner and spurred him 
on with its score or more of sharp 
teeth whenever he settled back to stop 
the machine. “Run and start the old 
sheep,” was a command we heard less 
often after the hatchel was used. The 
churn-dog was less obdurate and per- 
verse than the sheep, but he would 
sometimes hide away as the hour of 
churning approached, and we would 
have to hustle around to find him. 
But we had one dog that seemed to 
like the task and would go quickly to 
the wheel and finish his work without 
being tied. A few times when neither 
dog nor sheep was available I have 
taken their place on the treadmill. In 
winter and early spring there was less 
cream to churn than at other times, 
and we did it by hand; two of us 
would lift the dasher together. The 
work was hard even for big boys and 
sometimes when the butter would not 
come until the end of an hour, the 
task would try our patience. I never 
grew tired of seeing mother lift the 
great masses of golden butter from the 
churn with her ladle and pile them up 
in the big butter bowl, with the drops 
of buttermilk standing upon them as if 
they were sweating from the ordeal 
they had been through. Then when the 
butter had been worked and washed 
to free it from the milk and at last 
was packed into tub or firken, what a 
picture it was! How much of the 
virtue of the farm went each year into 
those firkins! Literally the cream of 
the land. Ah, the alchemy of life that 
by means of a bee can change one 
product of those wild rough fields 
into honey, and py means of a cow can 
change another into milk!

In the opinion of the Journal of 
Heredity there are many good things 
about the buffalo cow as a dairy ani- 
mal. Ordinary buffalo cows give more 
than two thousand pounds of milk, 
containing two hundred and sixty 
pounds of fat, in a year. The ram’s 
horn buffalo, which is being imported 
into the Phillipine Islands for dairy 
purposes, ranks with the best of 
breeds of modern cattle in producing 
milk and butterfat. The fact that the 
buffalo has almost no sweat glands in 
the skin makes it an easy animal to 
keep clean. The absence of tubercu- 
losis among buffaloes and their re- 
sistance to tick fever is also of value. 
The milk of the water buffalo is pure 
white and contains about three and 
one-half times as much butterfat as 
does the milk of the European cow. 
Butter made from the milk is also pure 
white and wholesome and palatable. 
In the face of these many virtues, it 
is still to be doubted if the buf- 
falo ever replaces the Holstein in 
America!
